Construction of the HST System would result in disruption to or removal of existing 
infrastructure, such as buildings and other structures, pumps and wells, 
reservoirs/tail water ponds, irrigation systems (including distribution lines, canals, and 
gravity flow systems), power supplies, and access. These disruptions and removals 
would be, understandably, very important to individual farm owners and operators and in 
extreme cases may make continuing the existing agricultural operation infeasible.
